The nar- 
rative is equal in interest to and indeed some- 
what resembles the “Acts of the Apostles,” 
Booze is the writer of the book, but he also 
speaks in the name of his co-worker Byers, who 
is his uncle.

HOUSE OF INDUSTRY FOR IDLE CLER- 
CY MEN, 


A RECOMMENDATION BY PROF. SWING. 

In the last number of the Alliance is an ed- 
itorial by Prof. David Swing which covers 4 
characteristic thrust at somebody, and is withal 
so well conceived that it is worthy of perusal, 


It is as follows : 

In our age of benevolence institutions of al kinds 
are springing up on all sides in the interest of some 
unfortunate shape ef human nature. While we have 
no sympathy with the rich citizen of the Capital of 
Onio who left his fertune by will to go to the support 
and happiness of homeless cats, ordering indeed that 
an accordeon should be played eternally iu the main 
bali, that therewy the siumvers of the felime inmates 
might be deeper and sweeter; while, we remark, 
We would copfess no special sympathy with 
such a form ef human sensibility end bene- 
faction, yet we feel that the world needs some institu- 
tions thus far unknown, institutions to meet new 
forms of ein and misery, As the wheels of ume re- 
volve, new ills appear, new diseases rise in the flesh, 
and new maladies come ferth from the sprit. At 
Lincoln, in thie State, à vast building is going up in 
the temporal end spitituai interest of the feeble- 
minded, There are children that are neither idiots 
por maniacs, but that are simply weak in the inteiicc- 
tual department. They cannot learn to read or write, 
nor can they talk much, and are wholly incapable of 
mastering such ideas as the trinity and the freedom of 
the will. Hence, State love is building a big house for 
them, where the feeble brains will live happily under 
the guidance of such strong minds as generally appear 
on the scene whem such buiidings are approaching 
com pietien. 

Now, there are persons in the world who are neither 
orphans nor feebie-minded imfante,’ »nd yet who need 
the kindest regards of the State and Church. Of course 
allusion is here made to idle amateur clergymen. 
There should bea house of industry for all these. 
There might be a little chapel full of wooden men, 4 
q viet, reguiar, stationary audience, before which these 
unemployed minds could preach from ome to ten 
hours a day. Occupation is happiness. Industry is 
bealth, Labor is biies. On the opposite, idleness is 
death, Idleness is suicide. Tdlences begets discon- 
tent, and discontent brings widespread misery. 

Few scenes are more melancholy than that of à great 
brain lying ide. How such a lofty soul frets. All the 
world goes wrong with it and soon the iner digcoa- 
tent breaks out and assaiis the adjacent industrious 
neighoorhood. 

Ap ide Doctor of Divinity is a bad thing for the 
heighborhood. Just think of the immense learning in 
that head, and yet no escape for the steam generated 
by the chemical action of facts. A mass of larning 
immersed in the fluid extract of seif-conceit will al- 
ways lead to an explosion. The mind thus oppressed 
will most certaimiy writes letter to some religious 
journal aad mus, as it were, butst and cover the cotin- 
try with dust and ashes and general grief. Whena 
Doctor of Divinity ts shut up in a little room too small 
for hie brain, er when some ex-preacher can only use 
some small end of bis soul in getting a margin from 
the sale of juvenile books, it must needs be that 
at times the other part of his soul will need excite- 
ment, and in such hours this neglected end of eaid 
soul will write a lamentation to some paper, unless 
means be used to prevent such a calamity. Our cure 
for these episties would take the shape of a House of 
Industry for Unheppy Preachers, and toward the 
founding of such an institution we would cheerful! 
subscribe an immense eum. In addition to the wood- 
em audience, before which theee now idle oraters might 
preach daily, we should have India rubber heretics 
furnished, which they might daily pound to their 
hearts’ content, and which they might at times try for 
heresy before or after the pounding. Tais whole mat- 
ter could be so well managed that, upon the opening 
of this Industrial House, this public out door waflin 
of these seH-consumed men would wholly cease, — 
bellers of orthodoxy about to burst yesterday would 
at once be found at work peacefully and harmlessly.

THE PHILADELPHIA REVIVAL HALL. 
PREPARATIONS FOR MCODY'’s COMING. 
A Philadelphia dispatch of Tuesday last says 
of the arrangements for Moody and Sankey's 


coming : 

Such extensive and careful preparations for a re- 
ligious revival as are now being made for the meeting 
of Messers. Moody and Sankey in this city were prob- 
ably never made before, certainly not im the United 
States. The work is in the bands of a committee of 
fifteen ministers end thirteen lawyers, who have ap- 
pointed an exeoutive committees of thirteen, 
headed by G. W. Stuart. This Committee 
is now engaged in fitting up the old freight depot of 
the Pepnsylvenia Railroad, at the corner of Thirteenth 
and Merket *treeta, where the Franklin Inetitute Fair 
was held last year. This structure ie of rather rude 
and irregular appearance externally, but with the al- 
terations that are being made in the interior, it will be 
very well adapted for holding an immense audience 
and permitting easy ingress and ess. Ita central 
location is also much in its favor. dimensions of 
the building are 360 feet in length by 200 feet in width. 
In the audience room there are seats for 8,000 persons 
zu the body of the hall, and for 900 persons upon the 
platform, An interior partition, reaching from the 
floor to the roof, will in lose the audience-room, er- 
clading the noises from the street and making « pas- 
sage-way all around between it and the outer walls. 
Three large rooms for inquiry meetings will be con- 
structed, also a room for the ushers, and a private 
room for Mr. Moody, from whieb a p running 
under the floor will communicate with a stairway 
leading directly to the pulpit. 

The audience-room will be lighted by ten chande- 
liers, containing 1.000 burners, d over the platform 
there will be an arch of gas-jeta, The music will be 
furnished by a choir of 600 voices eelected from tne 
church choirs of the city, and there will be a corps of 
500 ushers appointed by. the ministers of the city 
churches who are actively interesting themselves in 
the work. The expense of altering and fitting the 
building will be about $20,000, which amount will be 
obtain without solicitation by voluntary contribu- 
tions sent to the Executive Committee, 

On Sunday, Nov. 21, the meeti will be begun. If 
the work prospers according to the expectation of its 
promoters, it will be continued until the first of Febru- 
ary, which is the time Mr. Moody desires to begin his 
labors in New York City. The hours for the meetings 
have been fixed at 8 a. m. and 4 p. m. on Sundays, and 
at § a, m. and 7:3 p. m. on week days,

At the Convention of the “Young Men's 
Christian Association of the United States and 
the British Provinces. which was held at Rich- 
mond in May, the week beginning with the sec- 
ond Supday in November was set aside for 
epecial praver for the Associations. At the Con- 
ference of the Association of all countries, held 
at Hamburg, Germany, Aug 14-18, this appoint- 
ment was coucurred in. The observance is to 
be kept up until the meeting of the next Gen- 
eral Conference. 


The following additions were made to the Con- 
churches of Chieago and vicinity last 
unday: Piymouth Church received fourteen 
additions, four by profession. Four childres 
were also baptized. Union Park Charch received 
five, one by profession. This church is making 
a strong effort to reduce their embarrassing 
debt, the ladies being especially active in the 
matter. Ihe First Church, nineteen, three by 
profession: Leavitt Street, five; Oak Park, 
three; and Glencoe, one. 


At the late session of the Presbyterian Synod 
of the Pacific, an interesting account was given 
of the work of the mission among the degraded 
Chinese women who are brought to California. 
The Society is called the Pacific Coast Auzil- 
iary of the Woman's Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions.” It bas been in operation two years and 
a half, aod bas branch societies in fourteen 
churches. An industrial school was started last 
April, in which sixty-five Chimese women and 
twenty-f.ar children have been taught. During 
the summer & prayer-imecting for the women was 
organized. 

The annual meeting of the Baptist Union of 
England was beid at Plymouth, Oct. 3-7. The 
President of the Union, the Rev. Alexander 
Maclaren, of Manchester, presided. His ad- 
dress was upon the weak points in the Baptist 
organization in Engtand. There are in Eugland 
1,938 Baptist churcbes, with 183,760 members. 
Of these chnrehes 1,194 have less than 100 mem- 
bers. About one-half of the pastors receive 
from £60 to £150, maay others less, verv few 
over £300. Mr. Maclaren desired, by means of 
the organization of a comprehensive sustenta- 
tion fund, to make £120 the minimum salary.

A Frenchman oi wealth and some prominence 
in public life (says Paris letter) has just been 
granted a title by the Pope,—in recognition of 
his money, I fancy, rather than his services,— 
andthe French Government refuses to recog- 
nize the title or to permit the newly-made no- 
bleman to bear l. The reason given for the 
refusal! is that the Pope is no longer a temporal 
sovereign, and hence has no right to grant titles 
of nobility. This Nas fallen ke a thusderciap 
upon a great many ambitious men. The num- 
ber of Frenchmen mnobled by the Pope is con- 
siderable, and many members of noble Freach 
families have received new titles from Rome. 
An example is ‘ound in the Comte de 
La Rochefoucauld, wao was created Duc de 
Biesaccia by the Pope, and who was always calied 
Duc de La Rochetfouceuld Bissaceta much to the 
disguat of the old Duc who was tue chief of this 
disti bed famiiy. Mavy of our Couvts have 
their titles from theo Holy Roman Empire.” 
‘Thie decision on the part of the French Go ern- 
meut opens up a curiows discussion, for if the 
Pope cannot grant titlea, can he grant the deco- 
ratious that are eacattered about so liberally? If 
those decorations are reso gnized oy the Chance!- 
lerie, why should it refuse to recognize the u- 
ties? This action on the part of the Govern- 
ment is not very well ceceived in any quar- 
ter, for the number of men ‘who 
of getting titles fur themselves from the 
Pope 18 simply incredibie.

There seems to be a very determined effort 
to rake over the Brzcuer scandal again in 
public view.

With all the pother and circumstance about 
it, the six-million-dollar suit against Boss 
Twrep has not yet been pushed to that stage 
where he is required to answer as to the 
merits. It is now pending in ‘%e Court of 
Appeals on the motion of Twrrp’s attorneys 
to require the People to set forth with par- 
ticularity each item of fraud charged against 
him, specifying in what the fraud consisted. 
As Trip and his Ring carefully destroyed 
about all the documentary evidence, it is 
morally impossible to furnish any such speci- 
fications ; and, if he gains his point in the 
Court of Appeals, it will probably make an 
end of all proceedings against him, and he 
will walk out of court to enjoy what is left 
of his plunder after paying his lawyers. It 
is a significant commentary upon the absurdi- 
ty of our system of judicial procedure that, 
despite the efforts of the best counsel, it has 
as yet proved impossible to get the suit 
against the boss thief before any court upon 
its merits, and that, with all that has been 
done, it seems little nearer trial than when 
instituted. 


DECLINE OF OFFICIAL INTEGRITY. 

The revelations in the revenue cases in St. 
Louis have become positively sickening. 
They weaken confidence in human integrity. 
They throw a doubt over all human profes- 
sions of honor, religion, and morality. Mer- 
chants who have for a lifetime held high 
commercial rank,—who, as respectable and 
moral citizens, have been social exemplars 
and leaders in all the political, moral, and re- 
ligious movements to arrest crime and lead 
men to better lives,—are found to have been 
participants in these frauds, and sharers of 
the spoils of a plundered treasury. The 
scope of these frauds is appalling. They 
were not the mere vulgar offense of defraud- 
ing the revenue by secreting lace in a petti- 
coat, or diamonds in a neck-tie, in order to 
escape the payment of a petty charge for 
duty. It was something more than this. To 
carry on these frauds required, on the part of 
distillers aud rectifiers, false bookkeping, 
forgery of returns, non-payment of taxes, 
and the introduction of their whole working 
force to a system of falsehood, fraud, and 
swindling. On the part of the Gaugers 
end other officers of the revenue it 
required violations ‘generally of their 
official oaths, and a special act of perjury each 
time they made an official report ; it involved 
the acceptance of special and general bribes 
by all the officials involved, from the highest 
to the lowest, and a guilty knowledge of the 
criminal conduct vf all the accomplices— 
principals and subordinates. It included the 
actual commission or the criminal participa- 
tion in the crimes of official and unofficial 
perjury, forgery, false bookkeeping, bribery, 
and robbing of the revenue. And all this for 
the meanest and most degraded of all mo- 
tives—money. 
Had any man gone before the Chamber of 
Commerce of St. Louis and proved that twen- 
ty or thirty of the most respected mer- 
chants of that city had been engaged for four 
years in a systematic robbery of their fellow- 
merchants, and had resorted to perjury, for- 
gery, and bribery to accomplish their ends, 
and had actually obtained three millions of 
money dishonestly, how long would the guilty 
have been permitted to continue as mem- 
bers of the Chamber ? How long would these 
men be tolerated as merchants, or as members 
of society ? Would they not properly fall to 
the plane of all the confidence-men and swin- 
dlers who put forged notes or checks upon 
the market, and swear to falsehoods fora 
price per oath ? ä 

Is the offense of cheating less criminal 
when committed against the Government 
than when some citizen is the victim? Is 
perjury free from turpitude when its object is 
to get money dishonestly from the public 
treasury, and when it would be infamous in 
the extreme had the perjury been to obtain 
money from a bank? Is the bribery of the 
revenue Oflicers of the Government to keep 
their books falsely, that men may. swindle 
the National Treasury, less criminal than the 
bribery of a bank cashier to falsify his books 
that some one may swindle the institution of 
which he is an officer? Are bribery, forgery, 
and perjury less criminal in the man who, 
while not committing either act himself, 
divides the proceeds of these crimes with 
other men who actually commit them? 
Where does society find authority for draw- 
ing a line of distinction between crimes 
against the Government and crimes against 
individuals? Where does mercantile hoor 
find its warrant in treating the forgery of a 
bank note or check as an act of turpitude, 
while the forgery of stamps, or their second 
or third use, an act entitling the perpetrator 
to the sympathy of the public, and the undi- 
minished confidence and respect of society ? 

One of the greatest calamities disclosed by 
these exposures is the universality of the cor- 
ruption of the Federal officers. From high 
to low; from the Gauger earning his few 
dollars a day to the confidential officers of the 
Revenue Depertment, all have proved false, 
all have had an itching palm, all have sacri- 
ficed personal and official honor and oaths to 
share with the criminals the plunder of the 
Treasury. The disclosures show how officer 
after officer yielded to the temiptations of 
money; how they betrayed their employers , 
and how they actually sought out the men 
who were involved in crime, that their official 
silence might be purchased. Is official in- 
tegrity no longer a fact, and does our civil. 
service attest the truth of the English Min- 
ister's sweeping assertion that every man has 
hia price? For this decay in morals, for this 
decline in Oficial integrity, for this degrada. 
tion of official Life, society is largely re- 
sponsible, ‘Lhe coun-ry is largely supplied 
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questionable means. Wealth seems to 
be recognized as a mantle amply sufficient 
to cover all dishonesty in the manner of its 
acquisition. The man who gets rich, no mat- 
ter by what means, is respected. The cor- 
rupt office-holder assumes that his accumula- 
tions will enable him to purchase social po- 
sition without regard to the manner of his 
obtaining them. Hence office is now sought 
not for its honors, or its legitimate salary, 
but for its opportunities. The country has 
rejoiced at the exposure and conviction of 
Tween and his associates. But the St. Louis 
conspirators are even guilty of greater crimes 
than the New York Ring. They have com- 
mitted a series of disiinct crimes of the most 
infamous character. They have robbed the 
Government of millions. The corrupting in- 
flueaces of their crime have had a wide ex- 
tent, reaching into other cities, where like 
offenses have been committed. Why should 
not these men and their crimes meet with the 
same general condemnation and punishment ? 
Why should not these criminals be held up to 
the gaze of the world as examples of infamy, 
as wellas the New York Ring, whose mem- 
bers have become fugitives and outcasts ? 


THE LATEST ASPECTS OF THE BEECHER 
CAS 


To understand the bear ngs of the most re- 
cent movements in the case of Henny Warp 
Bercren, one needs to bear in mind certain 
peculiarities of the Congregational Church- 
polity. An ** Association” in the Eastern 
States is simply an organization of ministers 
for mutual professional improvement, 
and. has nothing to do with churches; 
but at the West the Associations have 
become conferences of churches. Cus- 
tom requires every Congregational min- 
ister to belong to some Association, as a 
guarantee of his good standing in the denom- 
ination, Mr. Brercuer isa member of the 
New York and Brooklyn Association. This 
body has a right to inquire into the truth of 
any charges or reports which affect the repu- 
tation of one of its members; both because 
of the relation of membership in it to the 
standing of the members, and because of the 
necessity of fellowship among themselves. 
Hence, when Mr. Brrcurr’s character was 
publicly impugned, a motion was made, a 
year or more since, to inquire into the duty 
which the ‘Association might have to 
discharge in the premises. In view of the 
promised civil trial, this motion was tempo- 
rarily laid on the table. Six months later, 
after the spring meeting, Mr. Brxecuer’s de- 
fenders sought in vain to have it expunged 
from the minutes. This autumn it was 
taken from the table, and, after much discus- 
sion as to the wisest course to be pursuéd, in 
view of the indecisive result of the civil trial, 
it was voted to appoint a committee of five, 
to report to the body what course it was in- 
cambent to pursue in the peculiar circum- 
stances of this case. 

This action does not indicate necessarily 
an ecclesiastical trial; for the Committee 
may report that such atrial is inexpedient, 
after the failure of a six-months’ trial in a 
civil court to secure a united verdict. Yet 
the Committee may conclude that the single 
issue presented in the Court and the narrow 
range of evidence allowed by legal rules shut 
out important testimony which would be ad- 
mitted by an ecclesiastical body; and they 
may consequently recommend further inves- 
tigation. After the Committee have re- 
ported, the Association may or may 
not adopt their recommendation. The Rev. 
Dr. W. J. Buptycron is the Chairman of the 
Committee, and will no doubt see that the 
inquiry after duty is thoroughly made. This 
action was taken under the pressure of a feel- 
ing, which is said to exist very generally in 
the denomination, that the Church ought not 
to relegate its duties to a civil tribunal; and 
especially that it ought not to rest satisfied 
after a divided verdict, which was a failure to 
acquit, There probably was a call, from all 
parts of the land, for the ministers on the 
ground to make further inquiry; especially if 
there was a likelihood of bringing forward 
additional witnesses, whose testimony might 
throw decisive light upon the disputed points. 
Many unquestionably represented that the de- 
nomination was suffering reproach from a 
seeming incapacity to deal with so prominent 
a person. 

Precisely here comes in the bearing of the 
call of the Rev. Dr. R. S. Storrs, of Brook- 
lyn, to the Brick Presbyterian Church in New 
York City. This wouldattract comparatively 
little attention in ordinary circumstances; 
though the Congregationalists would be sorry 
to lose, as the Presbyterians would rejoice to 
gain, a clergyman of such eminence. Still it 
is a matter of common occurrence for minis- 
ters to pass and repass between these two 
denominations, as personal choice of location 
may decide. But the difficulty in this case 
is, that the reason for a change seemed to 
grow entirely out of the complications 
of the Brennan matter. It is supposed 
that the Brick Church people have learned 
that Dr. Sronns is dissatisfied with being 
kept in forced ecclesiastical fellowship with 
Mr. Bezcuer and Plymouth Church; and 


that they imagine that he is indisposed to > 


engage further in controversy respecting the 
difficulty, and prefers to step over fhe river 
into a land of peace, and into a dénomina- 
tion which has stronger methods of disci- 
pline. There is no doubt that the Presbyte- 
rians have had high hopes of securing this 
eloquent preacher, and for precisely these 
reasons. But that fact has aroused the Con- 
gregationalists, who resent the imputation 
thus cast upon their system, and insist that 
Mr. Brecuer can be reached by their methods 
if there is evidence of his guilt to be pro- 
duced ; that the Association could expel him, 
and the local Conference could disown his 
church, and a properly-called Council could 
advise a universal disfellowship. It is un- 
derstood, therefore, that a steady stream of 
protests against the acceptance of his call to. 
New York has set in upon Dr. Sronns, and ig 
likely to prevail, as he is nota man to expose 
himself to the charge of deserting his colcrs 
during a battle. 

Next comes the late action of Plymouth 
Church in dropping from the roll of niem- 
bers the names of Deacon West and Mrs. 
Mouton, without any disciplinary trial, and 
in the face of the gravest charges ma de by 
the latter, in the church-meeting at the time, 
against the pastor. For dealing similarly 
with Mr. Triton, that church was called to 
account by the churches of Drs. Sroars and 
Bupryotox, and they finally summoned the 
famous Brooklyn Council of last year; which 
censured the action of Plymouth Church, but 
recommended continued fellowship and for- 
begranece, on the ground that its paper, sent 
to the Council, gave reason to believe that it 
would not repeat action so contrary to all 
the principles of church discipline. That 
action has now been repeated in aggravated 
form, and several results may yossibly fol- 
low, according to Congregational principles 
and methods. Thus the tw previously 
complaining churches, which ‘were advised 
to continue their fellowship on! y upon a cer- 


tail condition, now violated, may proceed, 
under the full sanction of the result of the 
Brooklyn Council, to withdraw their ecclesi- 
astical fellowship. Should this be done, it 
would create a wide-spread sensation, and 
would prepare the way for other neighboring 
churches to do the same. Another course 
open is, for Mrs. Movutron and Deacon West 
to apply to Plymouth Church for a Mutual 
Council of neighboriag churches, to consider 
the action just taken, and to advise the par- 
ties what to do. If this should be denied, 
as would seem likely to be the case, the 
usages of that denomination entitle the 
aggrieved persons to call an Hz Parte Council, 
to pronounce an opinion upon the case. 
Should such a council condemn the course 
of Plymouth Church, it could not restore the 
aggrieved persons to membership in that 
church, but it could give them such creden- 
tials as would open the way for their admis- 
sion into another church. It is said that 
Deacon Wrst and Mrs. Moviton will cer- 
tainly avail themselves of this remedy ; and, 
if so, we may expect the assemblage of a 
grave body of ministers and laymen, whose 
verdict would carry with it immense moral 
weight. 

One other issue is possible, and may be the 
one selected. Mr. Bexrcuern may withdraw 
from the Association, and his church may de- 
clare itself to be independent of all ecclesias- 
tical fellowships ; thas quitting the Congrega- 
tional denomination, and relieving the neigh- 
boring ministers and churches of responsibili- 
ty for his standing. Perhaps this will be 
done to avoid the excitement and risk of fur- 
ther examinations, and the unpleasantness of 
protracted controversy. It would be a way 
of peace, and would relieve all parties. Yet 
it would seriously damage Plymouth Church, 
and would be so interpreted as to asperse the 
character of the pastor. Moreover, it is con- 
trary to the recent policy of the church and 
of Mr. Bezcuer, which ha seemed to be to 
appear regularly in all the denominational 
meetings and Christian gatherings, where 
their presence would imply and necessitate 
fellowship. The public will watch with in- 
terest the opening of this ecclesiastical cam- 
paign, to see whether it will ultimate other- 
wise than did the civil one. 


CHURCH MUSIC AND CHEAP PEWS. 

The Protestant Episcopal Church Congress, 
which has recently been in session in Phila- 
delphia, although not acting with any special 
authority, nor empowered to dictate in any 
sense the policy of the Church, nevertheless 
represents in a large degree the general 
spirit of the Church, and at this session the 
spirit seems to have been a very practical 
one. Although some time was spent in dis- 
cussing the relations of Protestantism to 
Vaticanism, there were many features of 
church worship of a very plain, practical na- 
ture, which were quite thoroughly investi- 
gated. Algong these were cheap pews and 
the proper character of church music. The 
former question is one of the ut- 
most importance in church wmanage- 
ment. The Church nowadays, at least 
the Protestant Church, does not reach 
the poorer classes, because the poorer classes 
cannot afford to pay the pew rents. In 
point of fact, it is almost impossible for 
people of moderate means—that is, people 
living upon average incomes—to endure the 
burden of taxation imposed upon them if 
they desire to rent a pew, and this fact keeps 
thousands of people away who might go to 
church regularly if prices of pews were 
brought within their means. They can econo- 
mize on altaost everything else in their bills 
of living, but they cannot economize on pew 
rents, as these are fixed at standard regula- 
ton figures. They are too proud to go to 
churches and occupy pews without paying 
for them, and so they stay away from them 
altogether, applying the same rule to 
pews that they do to other things, 
—that is, giving them up altogether 
if they cannot afford to pay for them. The 
despair of the case is that most of the 
churches have been built at great cost and 
are heavily mortgaged, and, as their revenues 
are derived mainly from pew rents, they can- 
not reduce them without running behind- 
hand every year. As it is, there is a deficit 
in nearly every church, and it has to be made 
up with almost every conceivable form of en- 
tertainment. That church is fortunate which 


makes both ends meet. 


Upon the second qnestion,—-that of church 
music,—the discussion was of peculiar inter- 
est. The Rev. Dr. Porrer, President of 
Union College, argued that the music of the 
stage should not be brought into the church 
at all, and that there should be such musical 
education in the theological seminaries as 
will give ministers a correct taste, so 
that they can regulate the singing in 
their churches. This is an admirable point. 
The ignorance of ministers with regard to 
music is very deplorable. Not one in ten of 
them can tell Yankee Doodle from Prrrri's 
Hymn. Those who do know anything about 
it have not advanced much beyond Penny- 
royal.” If the church would also add to the 
requirement the additional one that music 
committees should have some knowledge of 
music, and some qualification for their office, 
there might be some harmony in the musical 
arrangements of churches. The Rev. W. H. 
Cooxe, of New York, delivered himself upon 
the subject in a very sensible manner. While 
he was opposed to the narrow and angular 
bounds of old ecclesiastical music, he was 
also opposed to the modern taste that sanc- 
tions adaptations of operatic tunes, and 
listens with approval to the Jubilate 
Deo, sung to an air from ‘* Barbe- 
Bleue.” The preacher is right at both ex- 
tremes, but the great difficulty is in drawing 
the line between them. The Rev. J. W. 
Smack.erorp took strong grounds in favor of 
congregational singing, and also favored mu- 
sical instruction in the divinity schools. 
America,“ he said, “is the only country 
where the music in divine worship is com- 
mitted exclusively to two men, two women, 
and an organist in the gallery.” His plan 
for the promotion of congregational singing 
was for the minister to insist upon the con- 
gregation taking part in the singing. He 
should adopt a book, drill the congregation 
in simple hymns and chants, and make the 
choir lead the singing instead of monopo- 
lizing it.” The Rev. Dr. Grone WI ps, of 
New York, also took the same view, 
and considered the delegation of the 
music to a paid choir exclusively 
a very serious abuse. There is much of truth 
in all these recommendations, and some 
error. There are two classes of people in 
every church. With all due respect to the 
ministers, it is undeniable that musicis a 
powerful attraction in drawing people into 
churches, and this class of people wants good 
music, well performed by those who are com- 
petent todo it skillfully and intelligently. 
Brown, of this class, enjoys good music at 
wants to hear it without being annoyed by 
Surru in the next slip, who is howling out of 
tune and time, because he thinks he is help- 


Surra belongs is a very large one also, and 
when Sara stands up with wide-open mouth 
and reddened face and howls ont Coronation 
aud Mear, he is undoubtedly worshiping 
God with enthusiasm and unction, with 
spirit and lungs. To squelch him 
would be a great injustice. - The secret 
of success is to draw a line between Surrn 
and Brown. Surra must be allowed to sing, 
but at the same time he should be taught 
how to sing #0 as not to offend Brown. 
Brown, on the other hand, must be allowed 
to have his good music well done, and no ob- 
jection ought to be offered if the music is 
really sacred, inspired with religions senti- 
ment, and composed for church purposes. 
Of this class of music there is an immense 
repertoire which has hardly yet been touched, 
60 large, In fact, that there is no excuse for 
the introduction of the music of the lyric 
stage into the church, as is done every Sun- 
day in almost every church in this city. It 
is in reality a desecration, and Surru has a 
right to protest against it; but so is Surru's 
discordant howling a desecration also, and 
Brown has the right to protest against it. 
Who will draw the line between them? 


THE SUPREME-COURT VACANCY. 
It is not likely that the vacancy occasioned 


on the Supreme-Court Bench by the retire- 
ment of Judge McAuiisTser to accept a seat 
on the Circuit Bench in this county will at- 
tract any general attention. The district 
from which the Judge is to be elected in- 
cludes Cook, Lake, Will, Kankakee, and Du- 
page Counties. The City of Chicago contains 
a larger population than all the remainder of 
the territory within the district, and sends 
several times as many causes for the con- 
sideration of the Court. It is proper, there- 
fore, that the vacancy should be filled from 
the Chicago Bar. There are many other 
reasons for the selection of a Chicago lawyer. 
The city, both in its size, the conglomerate 
character of its population, and the variety 
of its commercial interests, requires a sort of 
special representation in the highest judi- 
cial tribunal in the State. Such a 
claim cannot be dismissed as sel- 
fish and unworthy, because one Judge 
out of seven (all that Chicago can have in 
any case) could not exert any improper influ- 
ence, even if he were so inclined, favorable 
to Chicago or Chicago cases; but he would 
be useful to the Court and helpful to the 
cause of justice in explaining the peculiar 
circumstances that are apt to figure in any 
case that comes from a metropolis, as distin- 
guished from the smaller cities and country 
towns. It is equally important, therefore, 
that Chicago should be represented on this 
account as because of the greater population. 
We have no doubt that the remainder of the 
district will willingly concede this claim. 

The next consideration should be to find a 
candidate who is entirely worthy the confi- 
denee of tlie people, the peer of some of the 
able members of the Court from other parts 
of the State, and one who will represent the 
city creditably and honorably. The hard 
work and small pay of the posi- 
tion render it -peculiarly difficult to 
find the proper sort of a man among the law- 
yers of a large city who can always earn more 
money at the Bar. But the honor attached 
to the position, and the consideration of serv- 
ing the publicin the most useful of all ca- 
pacities, should count for something. It is 
necessary to look among the class who have 
already earned a competency at the Bar, and 
are willing to retire to the quieter life on the 
Bench, more productive of honors and repu- 
tation. The question of political divisions 
should cut no particular figure in the case, 
and, if t ere is more than one candidate, the 
best man for the place ought to be chosen. 
There is no politics in the Supreme Court, 
and there ought to be none, That the Chi- 
cago Bar, as a whole, is a worthy branch of 
the legal profession, is evidenced by the high 
and admirable character of the Chicago 
Bench ; and it should be further confirmed 
by sending one of its best lawyers and one of 
its fairest men to the Supreme Bench. Asa 
special election to fill this vacancy will not 
call out a large popular vote, there ought to 
be no difficulty in doing this if the proper 
gentlemen interest themselves in the matter. 


THE BIBLE IN THE SCHOOLS. 

The Chicago Board of Education, after a 
due consideration of the communications 
submitted to them on the subject, and the 
report of a committee especially charged 
with it, have determined to stand steadfast 
to the resolution previously taken to dispense 
with reading a chapter of the Bible as a part 
of the daily exercises of our public schools. 
Two test votes were taken on the issue at the 
last meeting of the Board; at one the ex- 
clusion of the Bible was adhered to by a vote 
of 10 to 3, and at the other by a vote of 11 
to 2, two members of the Board being ab- 
sent. Thus the matter may be regarded as 
disposed of for the present, and it should be 
permitted to rest where it is by both those 
who favor and those who oppose the reading 
of the Bible in the schools. The agitation 
of the issue cannot produce any change with 
the present Board in any case, and is likely 
to create bad feeiing. 

There are two extremes in this public- 
school quastion, and, like other extremes, they 
meet on common ground. On the one side 
there is the ultra sentiment in the Roman 
Catholic Church, the extent of which is 
variously estimated, and which demands either 
that the Catholics shall be exempt from taxa- 
tion for school purposes, or that the school- 
fund shall be divided between the Protestants 
and the Catholics. On the other side there is 
the ultra sentiment among certain Protestant 
denominations which demands that there 
shall be religious exercises in the schools,— 
for the reading of the Bible cannot be de- 
manded upon any other ground when it is 
presented to immature minds. The common 
ground on which these extremists meet is the 
denunciation of the public schools as god- 
less schools” the moment the reading of the 
Bible is dispensed with, though this is the 
only compromise which can secure the un- 
sectarian character of the schools and leave 
them to their original purpose, 

There is no question but both these fac- 
tions would be defeated if the issue were sub- 
mitted to a popular vote, which is the theory 
of our Government upon which such issues 
must be decided. To begin with the ultra 
Catholic sentiment, it would appear at once 
to the great mass of the people that any ex- 
emption of this sect from taxation, or the 
donation of any part of the school-fund to 
them for dogmatic schools, would lead to the 
disruption of the entire public-school system. 
As this system is especially a boon to the 
masses, its preservation would receive the 
popular vote. Every unfavored religious sect 
would vote solidly against granting special 
privileges to any one sect. The non-religious 
people would all oppose a division of the 
fund without regard to sects. The Protestant 
tax-payers would be a unit against such a 

tion. The non-tax-payers who derive 
the greatest benefit from the school system 


ing on the worship. But the class to which | would be inclined to vote against a proposi- 
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tion likely to lead to its disruption. Finally. 
the more intelligent, liberal, and American 
portion of the Catholics would oppose it on 
patriotic grounds. 

If the question whether or not Bible-read- 
ing should be a part of the regular exercises 
of our public schools were submitted to the 
people, there is no doubt it would meet 
the same fate as the proposal advocated by 
tue Catholic extremists. It would occur to 
the masses that the enforced listening to the 
Bible of those children whose parents do not 
recognize it at all as a religious book, or those 
who recognize only a part of it, or those who 
do not recognize the particular version used, 
is unjust, and likely to create a dissension 
that had better be avoided. The advocates 
of Bible-reading in the schools would be an- 
tagonized by (1) the entire Catholie vote, 
whose sole provocation for opposing the 
public-school system is that their children do 
not receive that form of religious instruction 
which they insist is the only correct one; 
(2) all the liberal-minded classes, who are of 
the opinion that the schools should be kept 
unsectarian ; (3) ail the non-professors of sec- 
tarian religion; and (4) all those who desire 
that the integrity of the system shall not be 
put in jeopardy. If a proposition to enforce 
the reading of the Bible in the public schools 
were submitted to the people, it would be de- 
feated without doubt by a much more over- 
whelming majority than that which defeated 
the Sunday ordinance. It is not to be seri- 
ously questioned, therefore, that the Board 
of Education in the position they have taken 
represent the majority sentiment in this com- 
munity. 

We have not undertaken at this time to 
discuss the merits of the cas, as we have 
done before and may have occasion to do 
again. We prefer that, so far as Chicago is 
concerned, the matter shall be regarded as 
definitely settled for some fime to come. 
There is no dispute as to the smthority of the 
Board to take the step of excluding Bible- 
reading as one of the exercises, and the evi- 
dence is all in favor of the belief that the 
Board represents fairly the prevailing senti- 
ment of the people of Chicago. In such 
case it is better that the issue should be re- 
garded as settled for the time being. 

OUR PUBLIC SCHUOLS. 

The National Government has about as 
much to do with the public-school system as 
it has with the sewerage of Chicago, or 
the spiritual condition of the Hottentots. 
The reason, then, for the existence at Wash- 
ington of a Bureau of Education, with 
various salaried officials arid a mania for pub- 
lishing pamphlets, is not apparent. It is the 
easiest thing in the world to get Congress to 
establish a bureau of something-or-other, 
put, like most easy things, it is a bad thing 
to do. The farmers of the country would 
probably survive the suppression of the Bu- 
reau of Agriculture, though the cessation of 
its seeds and screeds would deprive them of 
part of their chicken-feed and their kindling. 
Education might continue, too, in spots, if 
the Bureau of Education should stop 
drawing its salaries and publishing facts 
that can be found just as well and more 
cheaply in private publications. The Burean 
has just favored the world with 152 pages 
of print—for which the Nation proba- 
bly paid twice as much as a book of 300 
pages would have cost a private firm—on the 
subject of national education. People who 
wish to find the sa.me information, and more 
too, conched in better style, and free from the 
taint of salaried sinecurism and Government- 
al interference, hud better buy the American 
Educational Cyclopedia,” instead of begging 
for this report. ‘Che latter is not uninterest- 
ing, but it is a sorrowful memorial of 
meddling with other people’s business. 

The total annual cost of the public schools 
in the States and Territories is a trifle less 
than $75,000,000, according to the figures 
given here. The cost per pupil varies greatly 
in the different localities. Arizona pays 
$33.28 for each child enrolled in the public 
schools; Nebraska, $18.50; Massachusetts, 
$14.48; Illinais, $7.82; and Alabama, 87 
cents. The last State is now about to reduce 
this munificent provision. Meanwhile, the 
Cherokees; part of whom were expelled from 
‘Alabama as unfit to associate with the en- 
lightened citizens of that State, spend 813.25 
for every pupil in their public schools, and 
are not proposing to adopt a Constitution de- 
signed to brutalize future generations by con- 
fining their education to the lessons tanght 
in the schools of the street. ‘The Cherokees 
pay the highest ‘salaries reported—$225 per 
month to male and $200 per month to female 
teachers. 

Of the 134 normal schools in the country, 
124 contain 25,000 pupils, and supply nearly 
1,500 teachers a year. 

The Bureau of Education has discovered 
91 private schools for girls,—a number 
which reflects small credit upon its percept- 
iye faculties. Two-fifths of their 11,414 pu- 
piis are preparing for college. The total 
number of scholars fell off 1,168 after the 
panic of 1873. Embarrassed parents are apt 
to economize in the education of their chil- 
dren, and daughters are usually the first vie- 
tims. 

We regret to learn that there are 353 uni- 
versities and colleges” in the country. This 
number might be heavily reduced, though it 
might be too large even then. ‘There is one 
library to every eleven ‘‘ colleges” !

Tae Cuicaco TRipunr’s proprietors 
use wealth to make their paper on the whole the 
most entertaining in the country, lo 
the sheet before us the first six 
columns of reading matter are filled with 
religioue news and miscellany, local aad gen- 
eral; then follows a column and a half of the 
newest jokes and wit,—the gleanings of the 
world’s fun for the week; two and a half col- 
umus of fine-art criticisms, notes, and gossip; 


marriages, and festivals; seven columns of 
timely and well-considered editorials ; two col- 
umus, the latest on dif of individuals the world 
over; fourteen columns of local news; a finance 
and commercia! department of three columns;

Jonas Chickering’s First Effort, and Its 
Enormous Consequences in 1876.

New York, Nov. 1i.—When Jonas Chickering 
strode into Boston Town, with #20 in his pocket. 
what was the American Piano but an undevelop- 
ed parcel of wires? Benjamin Crehore put the 
first native iustrument together, and for vert 
had vo rival in the making or the selling of those 
rickety creatures, And here let me note that 
the strumming of a hundred years ago was in- 
flicted upon an ancestry which to-day's Parlor 
Grand might be pardoned for repudiating. 
Sach spindle-shanked cases! Such shaky, trem- 
ulous tipsy, frames! Such sneaking, hesitating, 
sbrinking tones!

It was scarcely better in 1818, when Jonas Chickering 
made up his mind to exchange cabinet-mak nz for the 
young and restricted business in which not more than 
three Americans were then engaged. From Mason, N. 
H., be tradged into Boston, anj easily enough fo ind 
meagre employment inthe bop of an Englishman. 
All that he knew of the instrument was the result of 
an experimental restoration of a very antique piano 
belonging tos lady who used ta graciously drum it 
for him of evenings, until, frailand ancient as it was, 
it was turned over tothe bright young Cuickering to 
renovate as best he could, 

Between that memorable date and this present, the 
bright young Chickering, his three sons and their 
legion of keen imitators have nourished and fostered 
and strengthened and developed the American piano 
into what seems, to-day at least, the consummate 
flower of its perfection. 

It was in 1828 that ** Mr. Jonas,” as bis gray-hesded 
people still fondly cail him, turned ont his first instru- 
ment, and for thirty years afterward none of his jour- 
neymen worked more diligently in the factory, which 


doubled every five years, and even then jagged behind | 


the annual growth of his business, He died in Pe- 
cember, 1853, and the city he entered as a friendl@s 
lad mourned him fora lost benefactor, A self-made 
man more utterly unselfish never earned and attracted 
a wider friendship or left a deeper regret than Jonas 
Chickering. He found room in his elastic generosity 
for every one. Many a poor wretch, failing in his ap- 
peal to the patronage of Boston critics, discovered - 
glowing compensation in the sympathy of this Boston 
manufacturer and philanthropist. ‘ Mr. Jonas bed 
a fancy, now and then, for instance, to drop in at 
some concert where the necessities of the artist were 
dreadfully out of proportion to the thinness of the 
audience. On these occasions Mr. Jonas” would do 
a brisk business in consolation—more than once pok- 
ing a $250 check through the Treasurer’s pigeon-bole’

In 1851 the fret American piano reached the aston- 
isLed scrutiny of European connoisseurs, Hitherto 
nothing had been expected of America but steam- 
engines, So said Zimmerman when Gottschalk played 
in Paris, and so believed Thalbergh when he brought 
out with him the three cumbersome Erards, which 
afterward found snug warehousing in Chickering’s 
factory while a Boston piano kept company with the 
artist on his travels. 

It waa at the third and the greatest International 
Exposition held in Europe that Mr. Jonas” gained, 
in the affectionate reflection of his sons, the most sig- 
nificant of posthumous honors, 

All the piano manufacturers of the world competed 
at Paris in 1867 for a single gold medal. Every critic, 
professional and amateur, whose voice had a right to 
attention anywhere in civilization, was present at this 
supreme contest. Every possible competitor that the 
two hemispheres could contribute joined in the strug- 
gle, The jury was the severest and the most exacting 
that ever decided a similar ordeal. Sothat when the 
Chickerings received notice that the medal belonged by 
right of award to themselves, they were abundantly 
justified in claiming for their instrument the title of 
„the most perfect piano in the world. 

The medal, however, was considered an insufficient 
tribute to the merits of the American piano; Louis 
Napoleon tnerefore directed it to be emphasized by t he 
bestowai of the Cross of the Legion of Honor, as 2 
superior recompense.” On this imperial recognition, 
the Chickerings tell me they intend to erect next year 
the capstone of approval in the award of the Centen- 
nial jury. And before I leave the domain of history, 
let me recapitulate what warm-hearted *“‘ Mr. Jonas 
and his boys have done for the American piano:

hair, and just sucha mustache and imperial as Ba- 
zaine’s. Hespeaks little, but always to the point, 
walks with the carriage of a gentleman, and enjoys 
hfe in the cultivated and sensible way of a European 
proprietaire, There is nothing of the parvenu about 
Chickering, none of the brand-new varnish of the 
people born yesterday, on which the dust settles 
and the rubs of every 2 leave an impresmon. About 
all his rivals there fosty an atmosphere of intolerable 
newness, a semblance of doing something only to be 
instantly rich, instantly notorious, instantly popular. 
They are making their own history and often write it,

PHOTOCRAPHIC ENCRAVING, 
THE HELIOTYPE PROCESS. 


Photography in its various applications stands 
among the chief of the cies employed in 
secent times for the po diffusion of knowl- 
sige of works of art. Ina former article, upon 
Woodburytypes, it was pointed out chat in all 
the processes of making photographic pictures 
the method of taking the negative is the same, 
and the differences are in the mode of printing 
from the negative. All the processes of phote- 
graphic engraving are dependent upon the qual- 
ity of gelatine, when treated with bichromete of 
potash, of becoming on exposure to light insolu- 


ble in water. 


In the Wooaburytype process and Goupils’ 
„ Photogravure, a bichromated gelatine film, 
made into a relief by exposure to light under 


the negative and subsequent washing with water, 
is used for producing in soft metal by stamping 
under pressnre a plate which can be used like 
an ordinary copperplate for prynting impres- 
sions with ink. 7 

Two other processes are familiar by their prod- 
acts to all art-students, very different from 
those already deseribed, and very different from 
each other. One is the method employed in 

BRAUN'S PHOTOGRAPHS, 

widely known for the reproduction of the paint- 
ings in the Sistine Chapel, the drawings of the 
old masters in the Uffizi Gallery, and other 
standard and valuable works of art. This is not 
a mode of photo-engraving, but is strictly de- 
scribed by its name of “carbon photograph.” 
Bichromated gelatine is made the vehicle of a 
carbon coloring matter, which is exposed to the 
light, and afterwards partly washed away, and 
then by ingenious processes transferred bodily 
to the paper, where it forms the final permaneot 
prints which aus wer so admirable a purpose. In 
this case we have actually in the single picture 
the gelatine film which is used in the other pro- 
cesses as a plate or matrix to print many 
from; a séparate print from the nega- 
tive is necessary for every impression, and the 

pictures are necessarily rather expensive. 

The second process is a trae method of photo- 
engraving, and perhaps the most valuable now 
in use, known as 

THE HELIOTYPE PROCESS. 

This ie becoming so important an adjunct of all 
studies of fine art that it merits a somewhat par- 
ticular description. Mr. Ernest Edwards deliv- 
> ered an address before the Society of Arts at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology im 1872, 
in which the process was ex lained in full. The 
distinctive feature of whe heliotype process is 
that the gelatine film, which m Woodbury’s,

A improvement in the process as actual- 
ly used is in the inking, two or more inks being 
used in succersion, of different intensities and

From a siogle gelatine plate as many as 1.50 
jous are sometimes taken, or pulled,“ 
to use the engraver’s word, withont deteriora- 
tion, but, as the gelatine films are more delicate 
than metallic plates, they are liable to accidents 
under careless usage.

REAL ESTATE. 


In Chicago It Is Too Good a Thing to 
Be Parted With. 


Consequently Comparatively Few Trans- 
actions Are Reported, 


The New Fire Ordinance and the 
Building Season. 


An Active Loan Market. 


Most of the readers of Tun Trisune already 
understand that boldera of property have entire 
confidence in its ultimate value as an invest- 
ment, and hold on to it ürmly as against any 
price they can now get for it. The large ¢lass 
of capitalists and others down to the possessor 
of a few hundred dollars laid by to be invested 
in a home, are all holding off aud waiting for 
lower prices. Heace transactions are few, and 
no change occurs io the market suflicient to 
make that most desirable article—news. The 
material for it is undoubtedly accu- 


mulating steadily, but bow long that 
material is to remain unused no 
fellow can “find out — certainly no one 
whose judgment can be trusted pretends to have 
any definite knowledge on the subject. 

That Chicago property-owvers have entire 
confidence iu the future growth and prosperity 
of the city, and realize how vast and proũtable is 
the business now done here, is also proved by 
the vast number of buildings put up during the 
past season and still in process of construction. 
Our merchants and capitalists, great and small, 
do not go elsewhere to invest their money. Most 
of them, it is true, find active use for their profits 
in tneir increasing busiuess; bat many of them 
ei her improve property already owved, to make 
it productive, or purchase real estate, aud hold 
it as a permanent investment. Just now little 
or nothiog is doing, but earlier in the season 
several large purchases will be remembered, 
When our merchaate and business-men have had 
time to balance their books for the year, they 
will doubtiess again find a very cousiderable sur- 
plas of profite to invest in real property. It is 
evident that our new fire ordinance is producing 
a salutary effect. The buildings put up now are 
all brick, scores of them with stone fronts, and, 
instead of retarding improvements, the measure 
seems really to have stimulated them. It 
promises immunity from the terrible fires 
that have wrought such fearfui de- 
struction of property. and, therefore, 
it inspires confidence among owvers to improve 
their property. ‘The reporters of. Tue Ius 
from time to time post up the statisiica of build- 
ing ; but in order to appreciate the energy and 
the enterprise of our people, ove must take a 
day or two to ride about the city. The results 
will surprise even our best informed and most 
enthusiastic citizens. The amount of building 
done during the past season is simply immense. 

NEW YORK. 

In New York prices appear to have about 
touched bottom. The Tribune of the lith says . 

While there is no actual improvement reported in 
the real estate market of this city, statements have 
been made toa /ribune reporter by some of the lead- 
ing dealers that the general impression is that prices 
cannot go much lower. In some casesasiight en- 
coursgement in the way of more inquiries after good 

roperty is spoken of, but the actual sales are very 
ht, and, with very few exceptions, it is stated, these 
are on account of foreclosures of mortgages, One 
prominent dealer remarked that he had beard of beit 
one sale on the street within the past week or two. 
The only speculators, be stated, are the bears,” who 
have matters all their oon way. Another prominent 
dealer said the greatest reduction had taken place 
in unimproved property in the upper part of 
the city, and in high-priced residences every 
where; houses that were held two years ago at 
$50,000 to $150,000 would pot sell to-day, in many 
cases, for more than half that sum. Much of the un- 
improved property bad long been held at an 
entirely fictitious value, and when it became necessary 
to sell, the land would, in many cases, not bring more 
than 26 per cent of what was asked for it before the 
panic of 1873. On improved property that was worth 
from $8,000 te $20,000 two years ago, the redaction in 
value had been much less marked, especially on the 
east side of the city. Property between Second and 
Fourth avenues, below Seventy-fifth street, wou'd 
generally bring as much to-d:y as t any previous 
time. On the West Side the depreciation in values 
had been more apparent, and there were fewer 
transactions of a nature which indicated sa 
healthy business. the reductions 
in property have not . as 
some other portions of the 
city, as there is little of what might be called high- 
priced property there. So much depends upon the lo- 
cation and the changes im the cheracter of business 
that are continually taking piace, that, this gentleman 
said, it was difficult to estimate the reduction in the 
value of down-town business property, but it was 
thought safe to put it at 10 to 30 per cent, A sale under 
foreciosure Was made on Tuesday at the Exchange 
Salesroom, No. 111 Broadway, of the ground and im- 
provements known as No. 3% Broad street, for $31,000, 
At the sale it was announced that the property was 
then occupied at a rental of $5,000 per annum, and that 
the occupant wished to remain at that rent, The gen- 
eral depreciation, however, in rentals, it was stated to 
the reporter, has not been equivalent to that in the 
value of the property, and an investment in real estate 
to-day will yield a better income from rent than it 
would prior to 1873. ;

The Latest Medes. 
New York Kvenine Pvet. 

For dinner and evening dresses the finer gold 
and silver trimmings are very appropriate. i- 
ver is particularly adapted to lighten up, with 
shimmering threads, the pale, soft colors so 
much in vogue for evening wear. Delicate silver 
embroideries, which look as if they had come 
from the looms of Persia, will be used with lace 
of silver thread. These trimmings are more 
suited to white or very light colors; combina- 
tions of wuite silk, with crepe lisse, or cham- 
bery gauze, are most effective in connection 
with them. 

For very young girls, the Algerian materials, 
in which gold and silver threads are woven with 
stripes of color, will be found very beautiful, 
particula:ly when looped with knots of ribbon 
matching tbe prevailing color.

Satin brocade on velvet, on cash- 
mere, or on silk, seems to be a rather stiff ma- 
terial for the fashion of the hour, which re- 
quifes a dress to assume a clinging shape; but 
these materials drape in a very beautiful mauner. 

All these dresses were made with long tiaina, 
aud invariably a flounce of French muslin, edged 
with lace, was set in under the dress, so that it 
not onlv helped to protect the dress, but gave it 
the graceful sweep which a trained dress needs. 
The latest advices from abroad indicate that this 
stvie will prevail for ail dresses worn zu the 
house.

THE FASHIONS IN FURS. 
Harper's Bazar. 

Seal remains the fashionable fur for sacques, 
and is also much used for inexpensive sets, con- 
sisting of a muff and boa. Seal sacques differ 
from those of last season in being more shaped 
to the figure and in having from 2 to 4 inches 
additional length. A stylish sacque is from 28 
to Slinches long. The neck is finished with a 
full severe collar. The sleeves are quite large. 
and some models are wide enough to ailow 
a cuff of the fur beneath Plain seal 
sacques are stili worn, but those trimmed with 
otter furs are most fashionable; hence ladies 
who have short plain sacques left over from pre- 
vious seasons are having them lengthened by 
adding a three-inch bana of some other fur as a 
trimming. 

A seaiskin boa that is to be worn with a seal 
sacgue should be only a vara and a half long; 
but if it is to be worn as a part of a set, it should 
be two yards long. Seal muffs ere of medium 
size, like those of last winter, and are trimmed 
with ribbon bows that are embroidered; otbers 
have tassels, and some perfectly plain. 

Among the most desirable wraps are those 
lived with far while the outside is very heavy

mostly worn is the plain eyoular, from 46 to 54 
inches deep, and forming a perfect semi-circle, 
They are made of silk of extra width, manafac- 
tured for the purpose. ; 

Notwithstanding all changes of fashion, the 
brown Russian sable remains the choicest fur. 
It is as high in price as ever, and becomes more 
difficult to obtain yearly. 

Perbaps the most dressy of allthe fancy furs 
introduced lately is the silver-fox—a tight blue- 
gray fur, interspersed with those silver points 
or white tips that are now thought to add so 
much to the beauty of any fur. 

Another fashionable gray fur for sets and also 
for trimmings is the Africa chinchilla. 

The sets of fisher-tailfur that were so highly 
prized last season are very difficult to procure 
now. 

Seta of black marten fur, sometimes called 
Alaska sable, remain the prevailing choice in 
low-priced furs. 

The demand for mink furs becomes more lim- 
ited every season, yet the fine dark grades are 
still worn by those who do not care for changes 
of fashion, and consider instead durability and 
comfort. Ermine, which was considered the 
most dressy fur, looks passee now that fox and 
chinchilla furs are used. 

Astrakhau, Russian lamb-skio, krimmer, and 
other black furs, h no longer novelties, are 
still liked for their soft, rich fur, and may now 
be obtained at very reasonable prices. 

Fur trimmings are the most fashionable gar- 
niture for sacques, cloaks, and beavy wraps of 
all cloths, silks, aud velvet. There is an endless 
variety of trimming furs, some of which we have 
already quoted, but the caprice of the season is 
for dark furs that have white-tipped hairs; and 
so popular are these that furriers have resorted 
to sewiog gray or White bairs in the dark furs 
when nature has not supplied them. Of the 
latter is a fancy fur called silver otier, which is 
a black fur, with silver hairs sewed or even 

asted in.

The only feature in financial affairs on Saturday

It is thought that special 
contracts have been obtained at less figures, The cost 
of transportation in that portion of the route being 
increased, the process of shipment is rendered possi- 
ble only by a decline in the price of grain here, a re- 
duction in lake freight rates, or a rise on the sea- 
board, or by some twoorall three of these move 
ments. Hence heaviness all round. The weather 
was more inclined to the wintry phase than on any 
previous day recently, and grain operators had an- 
other reminder of the approach of the cold season in 
the fact that the winter rate of storage commences on 
Monday, the 15th inst. 

The dry-goods trade was quiet, as is usually the 
case on the closing day of the week. Prices were 
eubjected to no important change, the general market 
displaying s frm and steady tone. The export move 
ment has given the Eastern market for standard cot- 
ton productions something of an upward tendency, 
but no immediate decided advance is likely to 
ocour. In the grocery market there was mod- 
erate activity, both on local and interior ac 
count, and the general tenor of prices wis firmer 
than at the beginning of the week. For coffees, how- 
ever, the market still has a weak tone, and the quota- 
tions of Rio grades were reduced another ye. Sugara, 
sirups, molasses, teas, rice, spices, soaps, etc., were 
held at very full prices. The dried-fruit market pre 
sented the same characteristics ag on the preceding 
days of the week. There ‘s a fairly-active and steadily- 
growing demand for foreign assortments, and for 
raisins, currants, and some other lines, prices are 
working firmer. Raisins were again advanced loc per 
box, and were strong at the improvement. Domestic 
dried remain firm, despite the absence of any consid- 
erable demand. Fish were quoted quiet and firm. 
Butter and cheese were ordered rather sparingly, and 
former quotations were only indifferently sustained, 
Taere were no changes m prices of coal, wood, leather, 
bagging, and tobacco, The oil market remains quiet, 
with prices ruling steady. 

There was a very dull cattle market Saturday. The 
immediate wants of the trade appear to have been 
met, and only a few lots were taken either by local or 
outside buyers, Prices were nominal at $2.50@6,00 
for poor to choice, The receipts were 1,100, and for 
the week 16,540. Hogs were in good packing and 
shipping demand, and were about steady, with sales 
at $7.00@7.76 for poor to extra. The fresh receipts 
were 14,500, making a total for the week of 140,087, 
Sheep were quiet and steady. 

Lumber was again active and firm. The offer. 
ings at the docks were larger than on former 
days of the week, but buyers were numerous, 
and sales were effected at recept prices, Common 
stuff was quoted higher at the yards. In iron 
and heavy hardware there was no change. Trade 
was fair for the season, and ratee were toler- 
ably steady. Nals were quotel at $3.12. 
The broom-corn market was fairly active and firm, 
owing to diminished receipta, Wool remains quiet. 
Seeds were less active, but steady, and choice hops 
were firm. Green fruits were rather quiet, and apples 
were easy, but not quotably lower. Game and poultry 
were dull and weak. Retailers were buying sparingly 


at irregular prices. | 


PROVISIONS. 

HOG PRODUCTS—Were more active, but easier on 
the speculative articles. The receipte of hogs were 
fair for Saturday, and prices were a shade off, which 
tended to weaken product, but a good many orders to 
sell were received before that fact was known, oper- 
ators in the country being anxious to go 
short, in anticipation of s further decline in 
prices. City buyers took hold freely, chiefly 
to fill shorts already out, and the market then ruled 
steadier, with a part of the drop recovered. The re- 
ceipte of hogs thus far have been larger than was ex- 
pected; less than at this date last year, but that was 
an exceptional season. Our packers have bitherto 
taken hold freely, but only to fill current orders for 
product, and several, including some of the largest, 
have steadily refused to buy a single hog, claiming 
that it is not safe to touch them at the figures which 
have ruled to date. Oonsumers have hitherto taken 
hold rather freely, keepung our stocks of product down 
to a low point, but they seem to have bought only for 
the supply of current wants, and are chary about buy- 
ing for future, though sta heavy discount from spot 


prices. Hence the feeling in product is very unset- 


tled, and even the wisest profess to be all at sea re- 
garding the prospects for the future.

THE OUTER WORLD: 
MR. BUOTH AT DALY'S THEATRE. 

The proc uotion of Richard II.“ through the 
joint efforts of Edwin Bootu aod Augustin Daly 
was the dramatic event of last week in America. 
The play is not the least popular of Shakspeare’s, 
but all attempts to give it a permanent place on 
the stage have failed. Macready revived it at 
Newcastle in the season of 1811-'12. There 
was then no previous record of its 
performance since Shakspeare's time. Mac- 
ready ascribed its failure as an 
acting drama to the absence of any marked 
idiosyncrasy in the persoas of the drama, and to 
the want of strong purpose in tbem. Richard 
II., Bolingbroke, York, and the rest, though 
they talk so well, do little else bu: talk, nor can 
all the charm of composition redeem, in a dra- 
matic point of view, the weakneas resulting from 
this accident in a play’s construction.” Edmund 
Kean essayed ‘‘ Richard II..“ and gained some 
praise for his elocution iu the play. The elder 
Booth took it up, but afterwards discarded it. 
There is probably only one way in which it can 
be presented so as to achieve even a temporary 
success. It might have a run. and become the 
fashion of a season, if it should be given as an 
historical spectacle, something in the etyle of 
Henry V.,“ which Rignold is now playing iu 
Eastern cities. At Daly's Theatre it was given 
with comparatively meagre surroundings; and, 
if we may judge from the notices of 
the New York press, its success was 
only partial. Even Mr. Booth himself was 
judged less than satisfactory in his rendering of 
the lines, and the other players stumbied 
throngh their parts in a pitiful way. Mr. 
Booth’s engagement at Da!y’s, on the whole, has 
been ap S triumph. Even the rep- 
resentations of Richard II.“ were successful 
in a pecuniary sense. The public owe bim and 
Mr. Daly a large debt of gratitude for the oppor- 
tunity ho see the play. with all its defects. 

THE PEOPLE WHO SIT BEHIND US. 

This is a sound remark from the Arcadian: 
“The people who sit behind us frequently de- 
tract more from our pleasure than those beyond 
the footlights can possibly do.” The people 
who sit behind us come in late and go out early. 
Sometimes they go out between the acts, and 
come straggling back after the curtain has risen, 
smelling strongly of bad rum and worse spices.

AT HOME. 
THE LIEDERKRANZ SOCIETY 
will close its week of opera with a performance 
of The Merry Wives of Windsor” this evening 
at McVicker’s Theatre, making the seventh rep- 
resentation of this work. It is due to the Society 
to say that, while the initial pe:formances were 
not very encouraging, the work improved to- 
wards the close of the week, and went much 
more smoothly aod satisfactorily. and undoubi- 
edly those who have attended will feel a debt of 
gratitude tothe Society for making them gc- 
quainted with Nicolai’s bright and sparkling lit- 
tle opera. While it would be manifestly unjust 
to apply the same critical tests to this amateur 
Society that are applied to professional troupes, 
there is nevertheless one fact very apparent, 
namely, that a mistake was made in the selection 
of the work tobe dove by the Society. The 
strength of the Society lies in choral works, and, 
unfortunately, there is, comparatively speaking. 
but little choral work in this opera, except in the 
three finales. The burden of labor falls upon 
the individual singers, and this labor is of an 
exacting kind. Both the arias aud concerted 
numbers are very long, very dramatic, and writ- 
ten iv bravura style, with long and involved ca- 
denzas, which require trained artists to perform. 
It could hardly be expected that amateurs would 
master this music so a8 to give it with proper 
effect, and for this reason an opera should bave 
been chosen that would have given the Society 
itself, as a choruz, au opportunity to have dis- 
tinguished itself. Tue success which attended

THE HOXIE ROBBERY. 
HOW THE PROPERTY WAS RECOVERED. 

About eight weeks ago a gang of burgiars en- 
tered and rubbed the bouse of Mr. J. R. Hoxie, 
on the corner of Michigan avenue aod Fortv- 
fifth street, of various articles of household 
use, of à quaotitv of silverware, a watch-chain, 
pocket-book, and a goodly sum of bonds, repre- 
senting stock in the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern Reilway, a detailed account of 
which was published in Tue Tamer. It 
will be remembered bow Mr. and Mrs. 
Hoxie were q ieted by the threatenings of re- 
volvers in the hands of the desperadoes while 
the room was ransacked ip their presevce, and 
how the escape was made after several shots 
had been exchanged between the ueighborhood 
policeman and the thieves. 

By diligent sourch aud efficient management 
of the police authorities, two men have been 
arrested, and are now iu durance vile waiting 
for trial, being charged with the robpery. Mrs. 
HOxiG was seut for to identify the men; but, 
although she is positively sure that the right 
men are captured, was unwi'ling to swear td the 
fact. Supt. Hick y still holds the prisoners, 
and, by a chain of circumstantial evidence and 
proots of guilt of other crimes, hopes to fasten 
the robbery of Mr. Hoxie’s hous» upon them. 

One point of evidence is tne tact that, upon 
the pulling of a house suspected: of beine a 
receptacle for stolen goods and headqus ters 
for these thieves, of whom itis believed there 
is a large gang, avd upon f close excami- 
nation of the premises, Mr. Hoxie’s pocket 
memoran ium containing railway passes, et-., 
was found under the ca pet. No trace of the 
silverware aod other household goods bas yet 
been obtained, —at least none which it is wiehed 
to have made known,—but the railroad stock 
was recovered in a somewhat remarkable man- 
ner. Shortly after the robbery, the stock was 
left in a ea‘oon. in charge of the saloon-keeper, 
forsale. Mr. Hoxie was informed n an anony- 
mous letter that be could have the property by 
payng for it, and was directed to advertise in 
Tas Inne and stete what be would pay for 
the resteration..He did 80, and, as the 
bonds were comparatively value'ess to any one 
else, offered €25 for their return. Another 
leiter was directed to him stating that $200 
would be the least accepted as a ransom of the 
rro, erty. Meanwhile the brother of the sa-

The Committee oo the Equalization of Taxes 
was = bored vesierday by the prese ce of 
Mike Evans and his fellow tax-eaters of the 
South Town, io the hope of wringing from tie 
public some riches. Mr. Evans was armed with 
& written “ opinion from Rountree, to the ei- 
fect thatthe County Board had nothing to do 
with fixing the appropriation for town pur- 
poses, yet he labored assiduously to gain 
from the Committee what he demand 
ed. He talked somewhat of his 
mandamas, but bis utterauces were peaceable, 
and as a consequence fell unheeded. Ee had 
promised to bring the Sapervisor, Town Clerk, 
aud town books with im, bat in lieu there. f 
*Boutb-fown Joe was presented. Joe was 
allowed bie say, and Evans himself had the 
greatest iatitade. They would have convinced 
the Committee, doubtless, and secured ail 
they demanded but for the fact thas 
Commissioner Bardick had armel bim elk 
with some figu:es f:om the County Treasurer's 
oifice, showing ba tbe indebteduess of the 
South Town, instead of being decreased ast vear, 
had been increased several thousand dollars, 
uotwithstand ung $11,000 was appropriated for 
old indebiedness, a prop sition that no one 
seemed to denv, and that uo dooks could be 
shown t» controvert. 

The coos usion reached by the Committee was 
that the mavagement of the South Town affairs 
the past vear amounted to a clear robbery. and 
as an evidence of their op mon agreed to return 
to the Board t -morrow ther r port reco amend- 
ing a> appropria ion of $15,000 instead of the 
$50,000 demanded. 

STILL FIXING SALARIES. 

The question of salaries for the coming year 
was the all aosorbing sabject yesterday am ng 
the county em loyes. Du ing the day tae Con- 
mittee on Public Service completed the adjust- 
ment, witb 1ew exceptiovs, whica does not dis- 
awree from the reports of its work already pub- 
lished. The reductions to ve recommen ro- 
morrow will amouat in the agg egate to about 
$4,000. 

Tue question of the sincerity of the Commit- 
tee was raised yesterday by those most affe ‘tea 
by its work. Ther claim that im advance of the 
Comm .t:ee’s commevcineg its lacors it took legal 
advide as to ite rig it to make reductions in sala- 
ries, andthat such advice was in effect toat it 
bad no . — in the premises and chat theactioo 
ot the Committee so far bas been to ereate 4 
fav ravle impression on the public mod to 
cover up the rascality of its members ip 
the past. further claim that the 
courts bave decided that the Board bas ao 
right to chauoge the sa‘aries of employes, except 
such as go io with a pewly-elected odleer; iu 
otber words, that the saiaries fixed in tae oo 
of County Clerk or Sheriff remain unalteraole 
during that officer’s term. They are uniforniy 
indigvant at the proceed gs, and nooe attempt 
to su press their venom toward the Committee. 
They alse think that there bas been an 
anjost discrimmation io the readjustment 
made. and many cite the office of 
Coaty Attorney as an illustration. 
They argue that Rountree is si nply the writer of 
resolutions and the framer of commi tee reports. 
aod hat a clerk could be aired for much less 
mooey than is paid him. While be mar render 
other service to individual members of the 
Board, they maintain that such service should 
not be paid for by the county, and in their 
course of reasoning réach the very sensible con 
clusion that to dispeose with him entirely would 
oe a pubiic bles ing. 

The opimons of employes with reference to 
the sincerlty of the Committee jn ite action mav 
or may not be well founded. While its action 
so far is Commendable, especially con~idering 
the character of the men conposing it, it wonld 
not be astonishiog to find that, if the actiou was 
not insincere, it was prompted from seifish 
motives. It is to be hoped, however, that for 
once the Committee is honest, and tha: it« actiun 
is prompted solely by a spirit of puolic economy.
